They declared this was an 
Infringement on the rights of freeborn 
American citizens, and while they 
oonid always find plenty of lawyers to 
agree with them,(when there was a fee 
in sight, immibers of health boards al¬ 
ways contended that the constitution 
and laws of Kentucky practically give 
health boards unlimited power an,l an- 
Ihority in cases of epidemic, or threat¬ 
ened epidemic. 

The conrt of appeals hat just decid¬ 
ed in favor of the health boants It 
was a case taken up from Covington, 
Ky., in which a person sued for |. 6 ,- 
000 for allegcl injuries received by be¬ 
ing taken to the pest bouse while suf¬ 
fering from smallpox. The lower 
court sustained tne action of the health 
authorities and the court of appeals 
.hav sttirmed, thus bolding that a city 
has a Tight to remove any one to a pe«t 
hou>e when it is deemed ceerssary by 
the health authorities, no matter 
whether their judgment turns out to 
be good or bad 

lu another case almost similar the 
court on the same day decided that no 
damages frr either injuries or death 
eac be secured by reason of jiersons be¬ 
ing taken to a pest house, or smallpox 
farm, by the proper authorities. An 
administrator in Frauklin county sued 
the city of Frankfort for |i>0,000 dam¬ 
ages for the death of a man on a small 
pox farm, bnt the lower conrt decidwl 
in favor of the city, and the appellate 
court aflirips. It holds that such ac¬ 
tion against a city in case cf epidemic 
cancot be maintained. 

This seems to settle the case, and 
settle It right. While the principle 
adopt' d by the appellate conrt may in 
some iiistaores be the cause of hard¬ 
ship and hnmiltatiuD to individual cit¬ 
izens. it becomes necckxary in cases 
where the health of a whole commu¬ 
nity may be jeopardized by epidemic. 
Some jiertoo or i>ersont should have 
unlimited power In the prevention or 
stamping out of disease. This may be 
lad for a few, bnt it is intended to be 


to disfranchise the negro, 
getting awfully good all of a sudden, 
if this be true. The Louisville Her- 
alil claims, however, that the saloon 
trust of the state tieat the bill, because 
the negro vote is necessary in local op¬ 
tion elections in many (ilaoes. Elimi¬ 
nate the negro vote in these places and 
they would go "dry" as soon as an- 
1 other vote conld be taken. Hence the
